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WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  Engineer's  report  for  the  year  ended  31 st^  December,  1957 

The  distribution  of  virater  throughout  the  District  was 
continuous  and  adeq.uate,  but  there  was  a  deficiency  in  CLuantity 
of  bulk  water  supplied  by  the  Paignton  Urban  District  Council 
during  the  summer  months. 

This  deficiency  was  due  to  the  pressure  at  Park  Hill  being 
less  than  hitherto  and  it  was  not  possible  to  replenish  the 
Hazeldown  reservoir;  In  order  to  deal  with  this,  emergency 
works  were  carried  out  \/hich  enabled  the  whole  of  Teignmouth 
(excluding  the  higher  levels  which  continued  to  draw  from  the 
Hazeldown  reservoir  and  Shaldon  which  has  a  more  direct  supply) 
to  be  supplied  direct  from  the  trunk  main  between  the 
August  and  the  23rd.  September, 

In  addition  water  was  also  taken  from  the  Torq_uay  Corpor¬ 
ation  during  the  period  4th,  August  to  the  2nd.  September  and  a 
water  restriction  imposed  from  the  1  st,  August  to  the  end  of  the 
summer,  Hazeldown  reservoir  did  not  fill  until  the  6th.  October; 

In  order  to  ensure  a  supply  in  future  years  the  installation 
of  a  booster  pump  at  Park  Hill  was  recommended  and  approved.

INSPECTIONS  AND  VISITS 


During  the  year  2,672  inspections  and  visits  have  been 
made  in  connection  with  Official  Duties.  These  are

DRAINAGE  AND  SEl'IERAGE 


The  built-up  portion  of  the  District  is  sewered  and 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses  and  farms,  Vi/hich 
are  removed  from  such  sewers,  the  whole  of  the  houses  in  the 
District  discharge  to  pipe  sewers  which  are  connected,  via 
storage  tanks  and  pumping  stations,  to  two  controlled  outlets 
at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Teign.  No  extensive 

alterations  or  additions  were  made  to  the  system  during  the 
year . 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


This  is  under  the  control  of  the  Public  Health 
Department.  Collection  of  refuse  from  all  private 

properties  is  executed  once  weekly  by  tv/o  Harrier  Bantam 
Refuse  Vehicles,  with  assistance  by  the  Surveyor's  or  hired 
lorries  during  the  summer  season  vvhen  twice  v/eekly  collections 
from  Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses  is  essential.  During  the 

year  the  making  of  a  charge  for  the  collection  of  Trade  Refuse 
v/as  brought  into  operation,  same  being  6d  per  bln  or  for  the 
equivalent  quantity  of  paper,  cardboard,  etcs  and  in  response 
to  requests  from  the  traders  the  Council  decided  to  allow 
all  business  premises  one  bin  free  of  charge. 

Tipping  of  house  and  trade  refuse,  by  controlled  methods, 
is  at  the  Council's  Tip  at  Broadmeadow,  which  it  is  proposed 
eventually  to  convert  to  an  extensive  level  area,  capable 
of  accommodating  football  grounds,  cricket  pitches,  tennis 
courts,  etc?  v/hich  are  badly  needed  in  the  District. 
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POOD  INSPECTION 


There  are  no  licenced  or  registered  slaughter-houses 
in  the  District  and  all  meat  is  brought  to  the  Tovm  from 
slaughterhouses  at  Newton  Abbot,  Exeter,  etc; ..... . 

During  the  year  303  visits  have  been  paid  to  food  premises 
and  409  tins  and  packets  of  various  foodstuffs,  weighing 
approximately  959  lbs.  have  been  condemned.  The

RODENT  CONTROL 

No  major  rat  infestations  were  discovered  during  the 
year  and  there  was  no  indication  of  any  serious  Invasion 
of  the  Council’s  sewers.  Treatments  of  the  minor 

infestations  were  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the 
suggestions  of  the  Lllnlstry  of  Agriculture,  Pisherles  and 
Pood . 


During  the  tv>/elve  months  ended  the  31st.  March,  1958  - 
87  premises  were  treated  for  the  eradication  of  rats  and/ 
or  mice,  with  satisfactory  results.  These  treatments 

Including  inspections  made  of  other  properties  to  establish 
the  degree,  if  any,  of  infestation  necessitated  342  visits 
by  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operator. 


HOUSING 


By  the  end  of  March  1957  the  remaining  18  of  the  37 
new  Housing  Units  commenced  in  1956  on  the  North  side  of 
Bitten  Street  were  completed.  These  comprised  12  two 

bedroom  Maisonettes  arranged  over  6  flats  -  4  two  bedroom, 
1  three  and  1  one  bedroom  -  and  completed  the  plan  first 
started  in  1955  by  the  erection  of  18  Housing  Units  on  the 
South  side  of  Bitton  Street. 

Thirty-six  new  tenants  have  been  accomjnodated  during 
the  year  in  the  18  new  Housing  Units  and  in  18  vacated 
Council  properties.  As  far  as  possible,  with  the 

premises  available,  transfers  are  arranged  between  tenants 
so  that  the  size  of  the  house  concerned  is  in  proportion 
to  the  size  of  the  family.  Also  if  tenants  find 

another  tenant  whereby  a  transfer  between  them  can  ease 
the  problem  of  either  overcrov;ding  or  underoccupation,  the 
Housing  Allocations  Committee  endeavours  to  make  a  mutual 
exchange  possible.  Hov/ever,  the  list  of  applicants 

for  the  tenancies  of  Council  premises  shows  no  sign  of 
reduction .

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  last  of  the 
requisitioned  premises  were  released  and  3  families  re¬ 
housed  in  other  Council  accommodation  In  consequence.
